Town facing major water repairs 


A report rclcast'd last week 
by the Town of Didsbury’s 
engineers shows the town is 
faeing approximately $1.5 
million in updates to its wa¬ 
ter delivery sy.stem. 

Town eounell was told last 
y week the current system does 
not meet provineially recom¬ 
mended supply numbers and 
will not- handle expected 
p<»pulation expansion into 
the next century. 

Town engineer Vem Sentls 
.said his firm meommends 
larger capacity pipe lines, 
pumping systems and stor¬ 
age to bring the town up to 
recommended standards and 
the prepare for the projected 
population growth.

a 700.000 gallon water stor¬ 
age tank. Current water stor¬ 
age is 500,000 gallons but 
Sentis .said that amount 
would not last more than 24 
hours if the water su pply were 
shut down at the source. 

“Provlnelal fire storage re¬ 
quirements are 375,000 gal¬ 
lons,” he .said. ‘That leaves 
125,000gallons. Iftherewere 
a major fire and there was a 
loss of supply.you would not 
have enough water to last 
you more than one day.” 

Sr-ntis al.so recommended 
changes to the dl.strlbution 
and pumping sy si ems 1 o help 


cop<'with the inerea.sed .stor¬ 
age and to deal with the wa¬ 
ter pressure problems the 
town has been experiencing. 

"We did a water pressure 
analysis and found Ju.st over 
81 psl near t he hospii al to 47 
psi in the We.sthill area,” 
Sentls .said. “Provincial gov¬ 
ernment recommendations 
on water pressure an* 50 80 
psi." 

While council voted to 
adopt the n*port, they made 
little comment on any action 
they are prejKired to take 


under its recommendations. 
They planned to send the 
report to Alberta Environ¬ 
mental IToteetion and Al¬ 
berta Transportation and 
Utilities for future funding 
planning but made no fur¬ 
ther comment. 

"1 guess s(jme of these 
costs we could try to ofrs<'t," 
said Town Administrator 
Mike Storey. “Some improve¬ 
ments could b<' used to feed 
major development amas. I 
guess the s<’arypart is all the 
money involved.” .

In the late 50's and early 60’s, when 1 worked In a bank and 
persued a "career", women did not wear pants to work, except 
during Steunpede Week and then only at the most liberal 
Institutions. At that, only slacks were allowed, no Jeans, and 
the slacks had better not be tight. Women were discouraged 
from excess makeup, flashy jewellry and concentrated per¬ 
fume. Women never went without stockings and some ofllces 
required that we wore high heels at all times. 

Everyone .smokes, but only the men were allowed to smoke 
In view of the cu.stomers. Female staff members stunk up the 
washroom, lunchroom and vault. We smoked In the office 
only after It was closed to the public and wc never, never 
smoked on the street. This was a major transgression and 
rumor had It that any female employee seen smoking on the 
.street would be fired. 1 don’t think this ever actually happened 
but the threat was too real to be Ignored. 

Sometimes on a slow afternoon when the manager was out 
for coffee or clo.sed in his office with a customer, one of us 
would surreptlliou.sly light a cigarette and u.slng an ashtray 
tucked under a counter or Inside a drawer sneak a few furtive 
puffs. If a customer came In or the manager relumed unex¬ 
pectedly the cigarette had to be disposed of quickly. To dump 
a still smouldering a.shlray into the garbage was foolhardy 
but once In a while someone did this and a .small but nicely 
contained fire would develop. 

The most spectacular such conflagration that 1 ever wit¬ 
nessed was when the chief .steno closed a drawer a little too 
quickly and her cigarette rolled out of the a.shlray and Into a 
packeige ofcarbon paper. Smoke billowed out of every opening 
In that big old desk and flames were licking the underside of 
her typewriter before the fire was brought under control. 

In the early 60’.s I became a farm wife and had 3 babies so 
I was too busy to pay much attention to any .social change 
other than my own. It was probably into the late 70's or early 
80’s when I began noticing awful clothes In offices, women 
smoking on the street and employees of either .sex blowing 
.smoke on the customers. I didn’t like It but I understood It. 
Women were rebelling against unfair, gender based rules. If 
men could .smoke In public so could they, uncomfortable and 
crippling shoes were a symbol of oppres.slon, skirts and 
girdles the clothing of the oppre.s.sed. Femlni.st Freedom 
Fighters let .smoke curl up from expo.sed a.shtray.s, joggers 
and jeans became their uniform and super curly perms and 
black eye-liner made them look tough enough to resist male 
domination. They went too far of course, rebels always do. 

In the 80’.s, the non-smoking facllon became more power¬ 
ful, more vocal and more self righteous. Nobody was .supposed 
to smoke anywhere, offices became "Smoke Free Envlron- 
ment.s", patients pushing their intravenous stands, made 
their way t o t he sidewalk ou t .side t he hosplt al, lodges set aside 
smokers comers, conventions barred .smoking from their 
meetings, ex-smokers and non-smokers conducted uninvited 
and on the spot lectures and smokers bowed their heads, felt 
guilty and butted out. 

La.st month wc attended a social weekend that Involved 
about 300 people. All the large events took place In the same 
room. On the first evening a.shtrays were at every table and 
some people smoked and some did not. The next evening the 
ashtrays were missing and when a couple of smokers found 
ashtrays and brought them to their tables an officious type 
swooped down and snatched them away. No announcements 
were made and the .smokers were left feeling like cha.slcned 
and not very bright children who had something na.sly al the 
grownups party. They were hurt and angry and they rebelled. 
As .soon as the dinner finished tables began to empty and the 
excellent dance band played to a very thin cmwd. The next day 
the ashtrays returned. 

Are smokers fighting back? Has the non-.smoklng faction 
pu.shed a lit tie to<j hard? Become a little loo militant? What will 
be the next step In this ever evolving saga’i’Very Interesting... 


Treatment plant turnover 

Town representativesfromCrossfield, Carstairs, Didsbury, Olds, Bowden and Innisfail 
were on hand last week as Public Works Minister Ken Kou}aLski ojfwially turned over the 
keys to the Anthony Henday Water Treatment plant. The Mountain View Regional Water 
Services Commission, comprised of towns serviced by the Anthony Henday water line, 
purchased the plant from the province last year.

Under the transfer agree¬ 
ment. the provlnee will continue 
to operate the plant under con¬ 
tract to the commission until 
October. The take over preceded 
water rate hikes from the 
Commmisslon for the approxi¬ 
mately 18.000 people serviced 
by the line. The Commission 
hopes the Increase will build a 
pool offunds to help offset equip¬ 
ment updates and renovations 
at the plant which was built in 
1977. 

Vermunt. the DIdsbtiry 
representative on the Commis¬ 
sion. said the Commission Is 
facing a number of renovations 


The Mountlan View Regional 
Water Services Commission was 
officially handed over the 
Anthony Henday Water Treat¬ 
ment plant at a short ceremony 
last week. 

Representatives from the 
Commission were on hand, 
along with Olds/DId.sbury MLA 
Roy Brassard and Innisfail MLA 
Gary Sovertson to celebrate the 
ceremony headed up by Deputy 
Premier and Public Works, Sup¬ 
ply and Service Minister Ken 
Kowalski. 

The commission, made up of 
Crossfleld, Carstairs, DId.sbury, 
Olds. Bowden and Innisfail, 
purchased the water system. 
Including treatment plant and 


and Improvments to bring the 
plant up to modem standards. 

"We’ve got some work to do 
on It .’’he .said. "But the province 
has made .some promises to help 
us out with that.” 

The Commission Is continu¬ 
ing to Investigate the work that 
needs to be done on the plant 
and Is under contract negotia¬ 
tions with current employees. 
No job layoffs are expected as a 
result ofthe operations takeover 
which Is expected on C>ctol>er 1.

nidsbury town council has 
agreed to lend the Community 
Policing Advisory Commit tee the 
multl-purptxse nx)m next week 
for a public meeting on the crea¬ 
tion of an urban crime watch 
patrol. 

The committee had ap¬ 
proached council for Ihe dona¬ 
tion l)ecause of lack of funds. 

"Once we are a registered 
society we'can be eligible for 
funds and can charge member¬ 
ship.” said Committee repre¬ 
sentative Doug Sharpe. "But 
right now. we don’t have any 
money.” 

Council agreed to lend the 
committee the multi-purpose 
room for the meeting, which Is 
hoped to attract 50-70 people. 
The meeting will be held to de¬ 
termine the public’s Interest In 
forming the crime watch patrol. 
The meeting Is planned for 
March 18. 


Town council’s public works 
committee will be kmklng Into 
purchasing a new grader for 
illdsbury rf)ads. 

Council requested the com¬ 
mittee lcK)k Into the purchase of 
the new grader when the public 
works department reported that 
the current machine requires 
extensive repairs and has cost 
$0000 In repairs over the past 3 
months. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey said the current unit Is 
17-years-old and at the point 
where It will continue to require 
repairs to keep going. 

"It’s also pretty light. we could 
use with a heavier one.” he said. 
"Part of the reason we have to 
get the snow off the roads so 
quickly Is becau.se It doesn’t 
work once the snow Is packed 
down.” 

Publk' works estimates a new 
unit would cost approximately 
$100,000 Including a $20,000 
trade-in for Ihe old model. 

The matter was referred to 
the public works committee for 
eonslderatlon In the 1993 
budget. 


Dld.sbury Town Council will 
be writing a letter to the Cana¬ 
dian government to voice their 
opposition to Bill C-86. 

The bill, which pnjposes to 
close down the Kfxl Deer Immi¬ 
gration ofllce and allow for the 
opening of another In Vegrevllle. 
Is currently before Parliament. 

"I think It’s a bunch of bunk, 
that’s utterly ridiculous.” .said 
Councillor Kd Vermiint. ”It 
makes my blcxxl boll when they 
do things like that. They say 
they are cutting back but really 
they aren’t.” 

Council will write a letter to 
the Federal Immigration Minis¬ 
ter and to kx'al Member of Par¬ 
liament, Louise F’ellham. 


Updates of the land use by¬ 
law and the General Municipal 
plan update areamong the work 
the Dld.sbury Town Council will 
ask the Red Deer Regional Plan¬ 
ning Commission to undertake 
for them for the next year. 

Council made the decision 
while determining what project 
work they would request from 
the ILDRPC this year. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey .said Ixith town planning 
documents were out of date and 
needing a review. 

"We got a recommendation 
from them (the RDRI’C) afx>ut 
the update of our land-use by¬ 
law and they also made hints 
about the G.M.P. needing an 
update soon. It was last revised 
In 1981." he said. 

Since the RDRl’C can only 
work on one project a year, 
which they do for every munici¬ 
pality in its membership, coun- 


Dld.sbury Town Council will 
be making a $4000 donation to 
STAl^ as part of this year’s 
Transportation Operating As- 
slstanee Grant. 

The grant money, which 
comes from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. will also be divided 
between the Lions Club, the 
Mountain View As.soclatlon for 
the Mentally Handicapped and 
the Mount View Lxxlge. 

The grant money has tradi¬ 
tionally been divided among 
these groups. STARS was added 
to the list a few years ago when 
they requested towns each do¬ 
nate a total of .$ 1.29 per capita 
to the Society to help keep the 
air ambulance flying. 

At that lime, Dldsbury Town 
Council voted to forward that

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A new book, recently released by world famous economist 
John Kenneth Galbraith, suggests the American way of life 
may come tumbling down as a result of violent upheaval by 
the class he has entitled “the have-nots”. 

Galbraith warns that American government policy has for 
too long been shaped by the "have class”, leaving the "have 
nots” isolated, economically disillusioned and increasingly 
frustrated. His prediction - unle.ss these elitist policy .shaping 
methods are changed, the “have nots” will respond with 
increasing violence and revolt. 

But while the Americans are facing this frightening di¬ 
lemma right on our own back step, Galbraith suggests 
Canada is no where near the .same position. He, a Canadian 
himself, believes Canada is protected from this “have not” 
backlash. 

But is this true? Granted, while blacks .sought emancipa¬ 
tion, Canada was .spared some of the ugly, violent confronta¬ 
tions that followed. But this is 1993, not 1963, and Canada 
has followed in the footsteps of “have-not” vlolenee as recently 
as la.st year, when riots broke out in Toronto over the acquittal 
of police officers charges with the vicious beating of Rodney 
King. 

And in our own province, we watched as white men vented 
their rage over their so called Impotence in our pluralistic 
.society in an Aryan Nations rally - right here in rural Alberta. 

And we can .see a similar situation in our own provincial 
riding, from the opposite view point. The statement on many 
lips that “not much will change around here becau.se we have 
it pretty good”, is very true. No one likes to rock the boat while 
they are floating above the water. Yet we can watch farmers 
and similar rural type people .staging sometimes de.structlve 
and angry demonstrations in more “have not” areas like 
Saskatchewan, even though they are very much like us and 
eligible for the same government benefits. 

Can we not expect our own peaceful neighbors, friends and 
ourselves to react in a similar way if we suddenly “have not”? 

Many of us watch Americans battle each other for privilege 
with our pride .swelling, believing such barbarity could never 
occur here. But it is time to understand that it could and has. 
It is something to consider with an upc oming federal and 
provincial election, especially in a time when more and more 
people are suffering the effects of this economy and becoming 
“have nots”. It may be us next who are eliminated from 
shaping government policy by our bank accounts.

Report from the Legislature

Extension Announced — 
Community Tourism Action 
Program (CTAP) 

The Commnnlty Tourism 
Action Program (CTAP) was es- 
labllshed In 1986 with a five 
year mandate to assist Alberta 
communities with their tourism 
development projects. 

Given the great success of 
the program. Deputy Premier 
and Minister of i>olterles and 
Gaming. Hon. Ken Kowalski, and 
Hon. Don Sparrow. Minister of 
Economic Development and 
Tourism, recently announced 
that CTAP has been extended 
by one year. 

To date. CTAP has alUx-ated 
over $26 million to 1,024 capi¬ 
tal development projects 
throughout the province. The 
program also generated addi¬ 
tional Investment by communi¬ 
ties. the private sector and not- 
for-profit groups yielding an 


additional $84.5 million. 

Since the beginning of the 
program. 78% of all All )erta com¬ 
munities have registered a Ux-al 
CTAP plan with All)erta Eco¬ 
nomic Development and Tojir- 
Ism. These plans represent over 
8.800 community endorsed de¬ 
velopment projects. 

With the assistance of pro¬ 
grams like CTAP, we In our con¬ 
stituency of OWs-Dldsbury have 
been making our own decision 
about our future. Over 
.$410.000 has been released to 
projects In our constituency 
since CTAP began. And the de¬ 
cision we've made have empow¬ 
ered us to foster opportunities 
for economic growth — and In¬ 
crease the overall quality of life 
In our community. 

1 l<x>k forward to working with 
community groups In our con¬ 
stituency as we Implement this 
extended program, and I’m sure 
that our efforts will be success¬ 
ful.

There have been 
groups from the Olds Junior 
and Senior High Schools.

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Let's Talk Recycling 


Part 12 

by the Dldsbury Lions 
Recycling Committee 

For the past several weeks 
we have been discussing vari¬ 
ous aspects of recycling. This 
week let us discuss the recycle 
I*HILOSOI>HY Itself. We live in. 
what Is called, a “throw-away" 
society In which product mar¬ 
keting Is centred on selling prod - 
ucts at &11 costs. To do this, 
packaging must l)e as attractive 
and as big as possible to give the 
Illusion of more for your money. 
More emphasis hcis been placed 
on lowering manufacturing costs 
to the point where it appears 
that It Is more economical to 
replace an article rather than 
take the time and effort to repair 
It. And stipermarkets have be¬ 
come so convenient that people 
are encouraged to buy cheaply 
and fresh rather than storing 
leftovers. All three of these fac¬ 
tors contribute to our growing 
waste management problem. 

At the present time It Is esti¬ 
mated that every man. woman 
and child In a town the size of 
Dldsbury will throw away 617 
Kg of garljage eve ry year or abou t 
125-150 bags of garbage! Later 
this summer, we plan to build a 
617Kg pile of garbage bags to 
show you how big the problem 
Is and demonstrate the problem 
of disposing of 3300 piles like It 
every year. The problem has 
become so bad that lx)th Fed¬ 
eral and Provincial governments 
have set envlron-mental protec¬ 
tion a high priority on their leg¬ 
islative agendas by establishing 
policies designed to REDUCE 
the garbage we throw away by 
50% by the year 2000. There 
are several wavs to do this. 

From our past topics you will 
recall that the largest compo¬ 
nent of our garbage (35%) Is 
paper products and Includes 
the elaborate packaging of the 
goods we buy. Some manufac¬ 
turers are becoming more re¬ 
sponsible by reducing the 
amount of the attractive and 
unnecessary packaging used to

Induce us to buy the product. 
This Is In response to consum¬ 
ers who are refusing tobuy pnxi- 
ucts that are over-packaged. So 
we can help reduce our garbage 
by doing the same thing. 

The next largest portion of 
our garbage (20%) Is yard waste, 
and. Ironically. Is the easiest to 
reduce. Grass clippings are gotxi 
for the grass. By using a proper 
mower and an Improved 
method, grass clippings can be 
mulched line enough to mingle 
with the grass Itself. You can 
mow your lawn so that the 
cuttings are always ejected over 
the uncut grass. By the time 
you work your way across the 
lawn there Is very little grass 
waste left to pick up! Some lawn 
care services In our area are not 
taking their clippings to the 
dump but take It Instead to a 
farmer for cattle fet'd!

Retirement hobby turns profitable for Didsbury man

In semi-retirement and still 
driven to tinkering In the ga¬ 
rage, a Didsbury man Is turning 
his hobbles Into a small busi¬ 
ness.

That small discovery has led 
Rowden further down the secu¬ 
rity path, to now, when he has 
Invented a whole package to help 


.secure home, car. garage, busi¬ 
ness or anything Important to 
the securer. 

"I started with the car with a 
goal to make It false alarm 
proof.” Rowden said. "The only 
way 1 could do that was to come 
up with this .system that doesn’t 
protect the hulx-aps or the win¬ 
dows. but protects the most 
valuable and expensive things 
like the stereo or the car Itself.” 

The car system also expands 
to Join up with home alarm .sys¬ 
tems. Rowden said any burglars 
attempting to steal from a home 
alarmed by him will Ire met with 
a big surprise.

"I can .set It up so that not 
only does a siren go olf, but the 
stereocomes on and a dogstarts 
barking," he .said.

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Alberta swine bound for Mexico 


Hopping an 18-wheelcr 
bound for Mexico adds a whole 
new dimension to the concept of 
"this mile piggy went to market’. 
But. that’s whal at least 1.000- 
head of Alberta swine do each 
year. 

These animals are part of a 
new marketing strategy Intro¬ 
duced by the Alberta Swine 
Breeders Association (ASBA) In 
1991. Recognizing the potential 
for breeding stock In McxIto. 
the ASBA decided to Increase Its 
marketing effort. 

"We've sold about 1.000 head 
of breeding stock to Mexican 
pork producers In each of the 
last two years." says ASBA man¬ 
ager Albert Erlnfeld. "And we 
hope we can Increase lhat to 
l)etween 2.000 and 3.000 head 
a year." 

Alberta Independent swine 
breeders have been selling 
breedlngstock to Mexican farm¬ 
ers for nearly two decades. But. 
It was mostly on an Individual 
basis, with a few head here and 
there when the opportunity 
arose. Before 1991. annual sales 
ranged between 100 and 200 
head. 

But since 1991. ASBA In co¬ 
operation with Alljerta Agricul¬ 
ture. has gone after a bigger

'We basically took on a physi¬ 
cal presence In Mexico." says 
F^rlnfeld. "We set up a depot on 
a farm where our hogs could be 
shipped. And we had Mexican 
residents working on ou r behalf 
to make sales contacts." 

As the representatives make 
sales with Mexk an producers 
Ihe orders are tiled with the 
ASBA othce at NIsku. 

The type of animals specified 
by the buyers are selected from 
herds owned by the 40-mem- 
bers of the swine breeders asso¬ 
ciation. "And often too. the Mexi¬ 
can buyers will come to Alberta 
and go out on farms to make 
their own selection," says 
Erlnfeld. 

Orders are usually for 150 to 
200-day old boars and females 
that weigh between 200 and 
220 pounds. When orders have 
been received for a total of 100 
to 120 head, they’re assembled 
at NIsku and tnieked to the 
depot, not far from Guadalajara, 
In Mexico.

Lab germination 
test suggested 


West Didsbury 4-H news 


Lab gcntilnallon tests are an 
Important step l}efore yon seed 
this year's crop says an Alberta 
Agrteiiltnre specialist. 

"In years like we had In 1992 
with a lot of weather damage, 
having a lab do the testing Is 
especially Important." says Bill 
WItbeck. supervisor of seed 
technology. "Frost damage, 
moisture content and dormancy 
can have a major Impact on 
Interpreting results, soa trained 
eye Is es.senllal." 

Germination tests can ensure 
you don't have problems with 
any of the seed you wtll market 
or plant he adds. "Don't risk the 
outcome of this year's produc¬ 
tion by falling to have a proper 
germination test done on your 
samples." 

A germination lest Is the best 
way to tlnd out If the .seed Is 
viable. However, WItbeck says 
some producers have got ten Into 
the habit of doing their own ger¬ 
mination tests. Ills advice, 
though. Is to have germlnall(»n 
tests done by an accredited seed 
lab. 


'You can't afford to gamble 
on something that will deter¬ 
mine your crop this year. Im¬ 
proper evaluation of .seedlings 
could have a devastating elTer't 
on your crop," he says. "Profes¬ 
sional seed analysts have the 
expertise to evaluate the condt- 
tlon of seedlings as they grow." 

There are five accredited seed 
laboratories in Alberta that do 
germination testing. They are: 
the Alberta Wheat Pool In 
Camro.se and Grande Prairie; 
Norwest I>ab.s In F'dmonton; 20/ 
20 Seed I.abs In NIsku: and. 
United Grain Growers In F-d- 
monlon. 

Non accredited labs may do 
germination tests for common 
seed. Wllber k also notes only 
accredited labs can a.sslgn a 
grade to pedigreed crops. "All 
.seed being sold, whether pedi¬ 
greed or common, must be 
graded," he adds.

This meal was prepared be¬ 
cause It was quick to prepare 
and her family enjoys stir fries. 
Our complete woman notes that 
the brown rice Is easy to reheat 
by microwaving or steaming 
brlelly. Baked apples are a low 
fat dessert which can quickly be 
prepared In the microwave. 

The beef stir fry was chosen 
because It helps her and her 
family eat smaller amounts of 
leaner meat cuts; yet meet the 
Iron needs for her and her teen¬ 
age daughter. 

The stir fiy was made with 
about 1 tablespoon of oil. To 
prevent sticking, extra waterwas 
u.sed to steam the vegetables. 
Garlic, onion and fresh ginger 
helped spice up the dish with¬ 
out the need to add salty condi¬ 
ments. 

The broccoli and tomatoes 
are the green and "orange" veg¬ 
etables Important to Include for 
the beta-carotenes. They are 
thought to help prevent the de¬ 
velopment of cancer. Broccoli 
and tomatoes arc also high In 
vitamin C and folacln; two of the 
Important nutrients found only 
In vegetables and fruits. The 
mushrooms were added for 
taste. 

"Condiments are a

I le 
managed to negotiate a virtual 
monopoly on beer sales to CPR 
c'onstmetlon crews, and he Ix*- 
gan to plongh brewing profits 
Into other Industries - coal min¬ 
ing. petroleum, and. most bril¬ 
liantly. 50 hotels acn)ss the prov¬ 
ince. which, ofc'oiirse, .sold only 
Calgary Brewing & Malting Co. 
pnxliicts. 

Cross was more cautions 
than brash, though, despite his 
acqulsltlvene.ss. 1 le had certain 
niles of thumb, like "Newer bor¬ 
row money from a bank" and 
"Never sell ranchland to raise 
capital." (Someof his sharehold¬ 
ers uscxl to .swear that "Never 
pay a dlvldent" was also on the 
list.) Ills conservative policies 
enables! him to survive the con¬ 
traction of the tum-of-the-cen- 
tury settlement boom, and 
Calgary Brewing churned out 
3.600 iKJttles of beer an hour 
through the eight years of Prohi¬ 
bition (1916 to 1924). 

Cross had a passion for gen¬ 
teel scx iety: he claimed to have 
a "craze" for women and Jllk'd 
three Montreal .scxlalltles be¬ 
fore marrying Helen Rothney 
MacUxxIln 1899. And. like many 
businessmen, he was a pollllc'al 
animal. In 1899 the riding of 
Calgary East sent him to the 
territorial a.ssembly as an Inde- 
pendc'nt member. 1 le started out 
as a passionate nationalist, as 
one might expext of a trans¬ 
planted Montrealer, but sexm 
he Ixx’ame frustrated with the 
fc'deral govemmenfs Immigra¬ 
tion policies and said so. How¬ 
ever. when Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan achieved 

provlncehfxxi In 1905. he de¬ 
clared It the high point of his life. 
A.E. Cro.ss died of pneumonia In 
1932. leaving his business, 
ranch, and famous name to his 
.sons. 

THils story Is one of hun¬ 
dreds appearing In "Alberta In 
the IVenllelh Century." the 
magnificent 11-volume history 
of our province being produced, 
one volume a year, throughout 
the 1990s.

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Alberta math exams regraded 


math and to think critically. 

The January 199J Math 30 
exam was developed by Math 
30 teachers under the dlre<'tlon 
of Alberta F^ducallon. The ques¬ 
tions on the exam were field 
tested on Math 30 students In a 
sample of schools across the 
province last spring. The length 
of time that It would take to 
write the examination did not 
appear as an Issue during exam 
development. 

ARjerta F3ducatlon added that 
two committees reviewed the 
exam during the development 
and approval pnx'e.ss and felt 
that It was fair and reasonable. 


However, l)e<-ause only parts of 
the exam can l>e field tested at 
any one time, the exam devek)p- 
ers must estimate the length of 
lime students should need to 
write the exam. 

Math 30 marks will Ik* mailed 
to students on February 19, the 
same date that all dlpk)ma exam 
marks arc sent. At the same 
time. 8ch<K)ls will receive a de- 
talUxI report of each student’s 


C. 31.3%: F. 21.3%. 

These results are similar to 
the pattern of January Math 30 
results since 1988. 

"Our main concern is to be 
fair to the students who wrote 
the exam." says Minister of Edu¬ 
cation Halvar Jonson. 

Math 30 teachers who 
marked the exam estimated that 
students needed another 15 to 
20 minutes to complete It. How¬ 
ever, teachers who marked the 
exam al.sojudged the Individual 
exam questions to Ire a good 
representation of Math 30 
standards. The questions re¬ 
quired students to apply their 


marks Indicating where the stu¬ 
dent did well or where Improve¬ 
ment Is needed. These report.8 
are helpful If students ne«l to 
retake the course. Students may 
rewrite the exam In June and 
only the highest mark will Ire 
recorded on their transcripts. 

Provincial summaries of the 
results for all exams written this 
January will also be available 
on Febniary 19. 


Alberta Education has de¬ 
cided that Alberta high sc hcKrl 
students who wrote the Janu¬ 
ary Math 30 diploma exam were 
faced with an extra challenge. 
The exam was too Urng for most 
students to complete In 2.5 
hours. To ensure students are 
rewarded fairly fcrr what they 
know and can do. the exam Is 
being scored out of 60 marks 
rather than 70.

Healthy Eating! How fitting for a 
brand new guide to be released 
on the 50th anniversary of the 
very first one (called Canada's 
Food Rules) in 1942. 

Just released by Health and 
Welfare Canada, this state-of- 
the-art "eating guide" is de¬ 
signed to help Canadians, four 
years of age and older, look, feel 
and perform at their best. It will 
help people make wise food 
choices to help ensure good 
health now and in the future. It 
reflects the large amount of in¬ 
formation linking diet to such 
diseases as heart disease and 
some cancers learned since 
1982, when the food guide was 
last updated. 

So, how is the new food guide 
different from the one we've had 
for the last 10 years? 

First of all, it has a new look. 
It is in the shape of a rainbow, 
with each of the four colored 
bands in the rainbow represent¬ 
ing one food group. Just as all 
the different colored bands of a 
rainbow are needed to make a 
complete rainbow, all four bands 
(food groups) in the food guide 
rainbow are needed for a healthy 
and complete diet. As well, just 
as the colored bands of a rain¬ 
bow are different in size, so too, 
are those in the new Canada’s 
Food Guide to Healthy Eating. 
This shows that the amounts 
needed of the four food groups 
are different. For example, a 
healthy diet means eating larger 
amounts of certain foods such 
as breads, cereals, vegetables 
and fruits compared to other 
foods such as meat and milk 
products. 

The food groups have new 
names! Although there are still 
four basic food groups, the 
names have changed. They’re 
now called the Grain Products, 
Vegetables and Fruit, Milk Prod¬ 
ucts, and Meatand Alternatives. 
Which foods go in which food 
groups remains pretty much the 
same as before.

Camps teach teenagers 
leadership skills 


Dale Is i?olng to camp this 
summer. In this beautiful Rocky 
Mountain setting Dale will meet 
teenagers from across /Vlberta. 
Together (hey will form their own 
eommunity for one week, and 
they will organize their own so¬ 
cial and recreational activities. 
They will elect their own govern¬ 
ment to negotiate rules and .solve 
their own problems. Sessions 
will Include games, exercises 
and discussions. They will live, 
learn and laugh together. 

Dale and newfound friends 
will experience a fun and effec¬ 
tive approach to youth leader¬ 
ship development. Since 1961, 
Rural Education and Develop¬ 
ment Association (R.E.D.A.) has 
taken that approach with their 
Co-operative Youth Program. 
The program Is sponsored by 
Alberta co-operatives and farm 
organizations. It Is offered to 
three different age groups. 

The first level of program. 
Teen Seminars. Is for those who 
were 13 or 14-years-old on 
January Ist. 199.3. Teens learn 
skills In communications, group 
dynamics, public speaking and 
effective meetings. Values clari¬ 
fication and self esteem are also 
part of the program which pre¬ 
pares teens to actively partici¬ 
pate In a community organl7.a- 
tlon. 

Youth Seminars are available 
for teens within the 15 to 17- 
year age range. Subje< ts cov¬ 
ered at the Youth Seminars are 
much the .same as at Teen Semi¬ 
nars. however the emphasis Is 
on skills required to lead In an 
organization. 

Orad Seminar. Is offered to 
those 16 to 19 years old who 


have some previous leadership 
training. In addition to leader¬ 
ship skills, grads focus on life 
sklils and Issues facing com¬ 
munities. co-operatives and ag¬ 
riculture. Grads become aware 
of leadership needs of their com¬ 
munities and the roles they can 
play as leaders. 

The program takes place at 
Goldeye Centre, one hour's drive 
west of Rocky Mountain House, 
near Nordegg. Alberta. 

Why would co-operatives and 
farm oragnlz^atlons sponsor a 
youth leadership program for 
the past 30 years? 

The first reason Is that each 
have a democratic structure In 


which members are elected to 
direct the organization. Devel¬ 
oping leadership In the commu¬ 
nity provides a larger skill base 
to draw upon. 

Secondly, co-operatives and 
farm organizations are commu¬ 
nity based. As a result, they 
recognize the Importance of 
leadership for healthy commu¬ 
nities. Today's youth are tomor¬ 
row’s community leaders.
